Automobile and other street accidents have 
become so numerous in many cities that cam- 
paigns have been commenced to teach the pub- 
lic, pedestrians as well as drivers of vehicles, 
the wisdom of exercising care on the public 
streets. 

Investigations of accidents on the streets 
have developed that a large percent, of them is 
avoidable; that they are the result of careless- 
ness on the part of the driver of the vehicle or 
the pedestrian who is the worst sufferer when 
a collision occurs. 

Men and women rush across the streets or 
between street cars and vehicles, apparently 
without any thought of the dangers they face 
in doing so. Many persons can be seen leaving 
a street car at the rear door and crossing the 
street behind the car, thereby running the risk 
of being struck by a ear passing on the 
‘*blind”’ side. 

Automobile drivers are not blameless in 
the matter. Many of them take chances in 
rushing across a street ahead of a street car 
or another automobile, all for the evident pur- 
pose of saving a few seconds, as if the saving 
of time justified them in running the risk of 
being struck. 

Even without the aid of a traffic officer at 
the street crossing, travel would adjust itself 
if every person exercised good judgment in 
crossing. ‘‘Go with ‘the traffic’’ is advice 
which may be followed with safety under al- 
most every condition. 

Every person, driver or pedestrian, who 
uses the streets has it in his power to aid in 
making the street safe for all.

SECRETS IN MAKING A | 
PERFECT CUP OF COFFE 


By Mildred Maddocks Bentley

What is the secret of first-rate 
coffee—the kind that starts the 
day right—that makes you feel 
“like a million dollars?” 

Literally hundreds of women | 
and a surprising number of men; 
—have asked me this question 
in one form or another. And it’s 
an important one—for what can 
be more blighting to domestic 
happiness than a cup of muddy 
coffee or coffee improperly 
“creamed”? And, on the contrary, 
what can be more exhilarating 
than a good cup—fragrant, goldén 
delicious? 

Luckily there’s no hidden secret: 
about making and serving the per- 
fect coffee—it’s just a matter of 
minding .your p’s and q’s and fol- 
lowing a few simple directions. 

Selection of Coffee 

There are many excellent brands 
of coffee in the market—the 
choice of one of these is largely 
a matter of individual taste. But 
I do want to say that usually 
coffee in the bean retains its 
flavor longer than in the ground 
form—so if possible, buy the whole 
bean and grind your coffee fresh 
for each meal. If, however, the 
breakfast hour—or fifteen minutes ! 
—is too’ hectic to admit of this 
extra step, at least keep your 
ground coffee in an air-tight con- 
tainer—a glass jar for instance. 
And it’s well to, remember that 
the more finely the coffee is 
ground, the easier it is to ex- 











{tract its full strength and flavor 


—consequently finely-ground cof- 
fee is economical and time-saving. 
The Coffee Pot 
Connoisseurs maintain that cof- 
fee brewed in a metal pot has a 
less delicate flavor than in a con- 
tainer of glass, stone-ware or 
agate. Whatever kind of coffee 
pot you prefer—it should be scour- 
ed frequently and occasionally 
“boiled out” with water to which 
a pinch of baking soda has been 
added— then rinsed, dried, and 

left uncovered. 

If a percolator is used, the pipe 
should be carefully washed every 
day with a brush to remove all 
scum from the preceding brew. { 

For drip coffee, if you do not 
have a special drip coffee pot, an 
ordinary one equipped with a 
dcuble cheesecloth bag will eervy 
the purpose. The cheesecioth 
should be washed in cold water; 
after using and renewed at least 
once a week. Keep the bag always 
moist. 








The “Creaming” 

This I consider quite as {mpor- 
tant as the actual brewing. Good 
coffee can so easily be spoiled by 
using cream of inferior quality 
or the “top of the bottle” if care- 
lessly poured off. In my study of 
food habits, I am finding that; 
every year more and more people 
prefer sweetened condensed milk 
in their coffee. You see this is 
twice as rich and creamy as ordi- 
nary milk and furthermore al- 


ready contains sugar, thus serving} 


the additional purpose of sweeten- 


ing the coffee. Try it for a 
few days, and IT think you will 
asree that the condensed milk 


gives a delightfully rich, smooth- 
ly blended drink, bringing out the 
real coffee flavor. And of course 
it is very convenient, as ft keeps 
fresh without ice even after the 
can is opened—and the cost 1s ex- 


tremely moderate. 

Now as to the actual methods 
of brewing. There are several and 
your choice is entirely a matter 
of individual taste. If the direc- 
tions are carefully followed, any 
of the methods will yield the 
“perfect cup of coffee”—mellow 
in flavor, with a delicate, fragrant

Add a little 
white of,egg, or crushed egg shell 
and about one-fourth cup of cold 
water, stirring briskly. Add the 
oiling water, place the cdffee 
pot over heat, and bring to a 
full boil. Place on back of the 
stove or over low heat for about 
ten minutes to settle before serv- 
ing. Do not allow the coffee to 
become unsettled by careless pour- 
ing. 
Percolated Coffee 

Use one cup of finely-ground cof- 

fee to six cups of boiling water. 


Place the coffee in the strainer! 


in the upper part Of the pot and 
let the water bubble up through 
the tube, percolating through the 
coffee into the lower part, until 
the coffee is of thé desired. 
strength, five minutes. being the 
usual time required. Serve at 
once. Coffee made in a percola- 
tor is not good if allowed to cook 
after the required strength is 
reached. f
